with the fierceſt Spleen, and keeneſt Language, have 
impeach'd one another of Hereſie, and Impiety, and pro- 
| claim'd their Adverſaries,. as profeſs d Enemies to Religion, 
| and fit to be aveided,, and deteſied by all good Sons of the 
Church, viz. the Janſeniſts and Molinifts; the formgr Men of great 
Learning, the latter of refin'd Politicks, who, by their powerful Intereſt, 
and ſubile Management, got the Vittory both at Rome and Verlailles, pro- 
cur'd the Condemnation of the Five Famous Propoſitions, and the Baniſhment 
of Monſ. AxNAuLD, their Champion. This Conqueſt gave ſuch En- 
couragement to the Jeſuits, that they thought themſelves not capable of being 
attack'd by any other Powers, and ſet them upon continuing their Deſign of 
Publiſhing and Defending ſuch Propoſitions relating to the Government of 
Mens Aftions, as are altogether inconſiftent with the Rules of Right Reaſon, 
and the Diftates of Revelation ; their moſt famoxs Cafuiſts, Leftius, Amy, 
Tambourin, Anthony Sirmond ( Eſcobar, and Molina, having begun 
the Quarrel) and an Army of other ſuch Writers appear'd publickly in the 
Cauſe, to defend their Aſſertions, particularly the Opinion of Probability, 
with as much Zeal, as if they were contending for that Faith, which was 
once deliver'd to the Saints; tho' the Propoſitions, which they affirm, in- 
validate the Autority of the Holy Writ, make the Chriſtian Religion only 
probable, ſuperſede, or cramp the Autority both of Church and State, give 
permiſſion to Murther, and Luſt, to Lying, Calumny, and Perjury, and 
confound Right and Wrong, Truth and Falſhood, as if they had renounc'd 
the Name of our Bleſſed Lord, and commenc'd profeſs d Diſciples of 
Simon Magus, that Leviathan of the Antient Church, who was the firſt 
Patron of Equivocation, and the firſt Promoter of Vice under the Mask of 
Religion. And I do not wonder, that the Men of this Order are generally 
choſen the Direfors of Conſcience to the Laity, fmce it is natural to 
Mankind to love to be flatter d, and indulg'd in their evil Inclinations and 
Praftices.

Many Complaints had been made by private Perſons, many particular 
Biſhops had caution'd their Dioceſes againſt ſuch eaſie Confeſſors, and ſome

H E Cathelick Church always held, Thar the ChirittiatReffgion 
did conſiſt in a true Belicf and a good Life; that the DoQtrines of 
Faith and Manners flowed from the fame Fountain; and that 
the Rules of holy Living were a principal part of the Crecd. 
Afid-it is equally certain, that this was that Depofttm, which Chriſt 
and his Apoſtles committed to the Truſt and keeping of their ;Succeſſors to the 
end of the World. Whereas theretore in this Age the DoGtrines of Faith, and the 
Rules of Morality and a Chriſtian Life are inſuked by divers Errors, which, tho 
formerly condemn'd, do again ſpring up in the Church, We the Cardinals, Arch- 
biſhops and Biſhops aſſemble by che King's Permiſſion in the Palace of St. Ger- 
main (with the Aſſiſtatice of other Eccleſiaſtical Perſons depured to that purpoſe) 
being mindful of our own Station and Duty, and encouraged by the Inſtructions 
and Example of our Predeceflors in their General Aſſemblies, have determined, 
with the utmoſt of our Power, by the Divine Help to aſſiſt the Church in her Di- 
ſtreſs, and unanimouſly to —_ our ſelves againſt ſo many and ſo great Evils; 
in the Spirit of Meckneſs and Charity, treating all Perſons concern'd with Soft- 
neſs, bur their Erfors, as they deſerve, with Severity. ' * - 

Very lately, even this very year 1700. a Book, legally appa_y'd of andallow'd, 
was dedicated to'this Aſſembly,” in which'a Treatiſe called Nedus Pr 4d:ſt inations 
diſſolutus, i. e. The Knot of Predeſtination unloos'd, was ſeverely cenſured, and the 
Author frequently impeach'd of Semipelagianiſm; but whereas in the Preface of 
the ſaid Book, dedicated to us, ſome Paſſages are inſerted which weaken the 
Authority of the Apoſtolical Conſtitutions concerning the Five famous Propofi- 
tions, we reſolv'd to ſhewy our Diſlike, and to reſtrain and correct thofe, and the 
like Aſſertions ſcatter'd up and down in ſeyeral Books, without approving others 
which occur in the ſame Writings; nor ſhall we ever ſuffer any Man to entertain 
= = that he ſhall incline this our Aſſembly to a contrary to the Intereſts 
of Truth. 

And for the ſame Reaſons we think thoſe troubleſome and ill-natur'd Men 
not fit to be tolerated, who accuſe many good and learned Perſons, ſtudious 
Promoters of the Welfare of the Church, with the uncertain and invidious crime 
of Fazſeniſm, becauſe they have ſharply expos'd the Corruption of Manners. Since 
by the Rules of Candor and Equity, which belong to the Epiſcopal Order, we 
cannot ſuſpect any Perſon, unleſs he detrat from the Authority of the Conſtiru- 
tions of the Apoſtolical See, or defend one of the condemn'd Propoſitions. This 
haying been often heretofore eſtablzſh'd by our Predeceſſors, confirmd by the 

Kidg, and ratified by the moſt Holy Pope 7nnocent XII. with the Applauſe of 
the whole Church.

As for the Cardinal Czleftine Sfondrata, the Author of that Book intitled, 7he 
Xnet unleoos'd,. we arc nat ſolicitous.;_ his Caule is defer'd to the Apoſtolical See, 
in ExpeRtancy of the Determination of his Holineſs, who hath according to his 
Office undertaken the Decifion, as himſelf in his Breve, dated May 6. inthe ſixth 
year of his Pontificate, ſignified to five of us; than which nothing could be more 
deſireable. For which cauſe, we, as it is fit, -abſtain from tho Examination of 
of the Book; not forgetting in the mean time the DoQtrine of St. Au/tin againſt 
the Semipelagians, which the Church of Rome hath acknowledg'd ro be her own, 
and hath from the beginning recommended to the Ga/licay Church. 
| Now we come to-another Article of Faith, vis. Moral Divinity; in theſe 
later Ages much corrupted by the Licencioulneſs and Subtilty of ſome Wits ; 
and we think fit to premiſe the Words of Pope A/exanarr VII. of happy memo- 
ry, in which Ze proteſts in the great Grief of his Soul, that viry many. Opinions, 
which relax Chriſtian Diſcipline, and are permcious. te the Souls of Men, were pul- 
hiſhd ; ſome of which, formerly antiquated, are now revived, others newly brought 
forth ; that the extravagant Liberty of luxurious Wits did every day increaſe, by 
which means Opinions in matters relating to Conſcience have crept into the Church, con- 
trary to the Simplicity of the Goſpel, the - Doctrine of the Ho'y Fathers, and which 
would be the Canſe of - great obſtruitions: to a Chriſtian Life , ſhould the q 
be taken for true, and the Faithful dire their Aftions :ccordingly. In which Sen- 
tence he not only complains that the Errors were increas'd ; but-withal, which 
is the principal thing to be obſerved, he would have the World take notice, thar 
ſuch a manner of handling this Subject was introduced, whence nor only the 
Corruption of Morals muſt unavoidably follow, but that the Deluge would break 
in with ſuch a Force thar ir conld hardly b= oppoſed. | 

Nor did his Holineſs think it ſufficient, only todiſcover rhe ſource and ori- 
ginal of this Evil, and to deteQ this new method of cheating Mens Conſciences, 

and embroiling the Truth ; but-having traced the ſeveral channels of this per- 
Aicious Doctrine, has condemn'd and prohibited it at leaſt as ſcandalous (without 
approving any. other ſuch Tenets as might- occur), nuder the Threatning of the 
Divine Judgment, and the Penalty of Excommunication,. from which no Man conld 
give Abſolution but the Pope himſelf, unleſs the Perſon ſo cenſured were at the point of 
Death. Which ſound and good Deſign Z»yocent XI; pioully proſecuted, damning 
and prohibiting, under the: ſame Penalties, many other Propobtions, ſeleQed 
with much Learning and Diligence (withour allowing the reſt) adjudging them 
not only to be expung'd out of all Books and Sermons, but our of every Chri- 
Nian Man's Converſation, and to be. condemn'd as at {raft [candalous and perni- 
tious to Prattice. 

And we wiſh that the moſt holy Popes had proſcrib'd this wicked DoQtrine ac- 
cording to the antient Forms of the Eccleſiaſtical Decrees, ſtill retain'd in our 
Church, and which concern the Univerſal. But while we wait that this Work 
may be perfeed, as it was done in the days of our Forefarhers and according 
to Canonical Preſcription, We, in the mean while, the Cardinals, Archbiſhops, 
and Biſhops conven'd together , leſt rhe deadly Infeftion ſhould ſpre-'d ir (elf, 
have reduc'd thoſe Propoſitions condemn d by the aforeſuid Popes, as we have 
ſaid, with the Conſent and Applauſe of the whole Chriſtian World, under their 
ſeveral Claſſes and Heads, having ſect an expreſs Mark upon the molt notorious 
of them, thar all perſons might have them the more in their view; and for the 
better Information of the Chriſtian Clergy and Laity, have ſtigmatiz'd particu- 
larly ſuch Dotrines as they hid formerly cenſured. | 

And yet iris incredible, ſhould ir be ayerr'd, what Increaſe of Miſchiefs hath 
proceeded from ſuch moſt wicked Principles, cho che whole Church hath oppoſed 
them ; the fubtle Wits being intent only on this one thing, That no Man may 
paſs for a great Divine, but he who inyenrs the greater number of Doctrines to 
confirm the Authority of the Probability.

\ Fter the finiſhing our Cenſure of the Propoſitions ſome few things remain, which for 


their Weightineſs are to be more exactly explained, and from their very Originals to 
be brought into Light. 7 

And truly leſt we ſhould omit the neceſſary Do&rine concerning the Lowe of God, as it is 
required of all adult Perſons to qualifie them for Baptiſm, ſoalfo for the Sacrament of Penance, 
which is a laborious Baptiſm, we thought fit that theſe two things ſhould be advis'd and taught 
out of the moſt holy Council of Trent: x. That no Man may think, chat in either of thoſe Sa- 
c-aments there is requir'd, as previous to them, that Contrition which 1s perfeted by Charity, 
and which with the Defire of the Sacrament, before it & a&ually received, may reconcile man to 
God. 1. That no Man think that he can be ſafe under either of thoſe Sacraments, if, 'beſides 
an A&of Faith and Hope, be do wot begin to love God as the Fountain of all Fuſtice. 

Nor can the purpoſe of beginning a new Life, and keeping the Commandments of God, 
which are neceſſary to either Sacrament, be ſufficiently made good, if the Penitent hath no re- 
gard to the firſt and greateſt Commandment of loving God with all his Heart, and cannot be 
, _ ſo red in his Mind, as to excite and provoke himſelf to fulfil it by the aſfiftance 
O 's Grace. 

We alſo ſhould like it well, if all Confeſfors, in the Sacrament of Penance, and in other Ss- 
craments when they adminiſter them, would take care not to follow a probable opinion concerning the 
Validity of thoſe Sacraments, and leave the more ſafe. And that they would not ceaſe to admo- 
niſh thoſe Penitents, who commit their Souls to their Charge, that in their Repentance they 
would at leaſt begin to love God, which 1s the only ſecure way ; becauſe thoſe Men will {in grie- 
vouſly, in ſuch a dangerous Caſe that concerns Mens Salvation, :f for ths Reaſon only, becauſe 
they prefer thoſe things that are uncertain to what ts certain, 


Of the ſe of Probable Opinions. 


A R be it however from us to approve the Error of thoſe who deny, That it « lawful to 

follow the moſt probable Opinion of thoſe that are probable ; but we'acknowledge, that the 
Law hath preſcribd theſe Rules to dire the right Uſe of probable Opinions. 1. That in 
doubtful Caſes relating to Salvation, where the Reaſons are equal, we ſhould follow that which 
is the ſafer, or that which 1s in that caſe only ſafe; and this we ſhould account a Precept not a 
Counſel, for ſo ſays the Scripture, He who loves Danger fhall periſh in it ; this ische firſt Rule. 
2. That in probable Opinions concerning Chriſtian Doarine, we ſhould follow the Decree of 
the Gmenl Council of Yieme, concerning thoſe Graces which are given to Children and 
adult Perſons in Baptiſm, in theſe Words, We think this Opinion to be embrac'd as more probable, 
and more agreeable to the Semin! Holy Men, and the Fudgment of the Modern Divine: ; which 
Determination of the Council is beyond controverhe more pertinent to govern Mens manners, 
in as much as the Holineſs of Life, and the Salvationof the Faithful depends upon them. 

From this Rule therefore it follows, 1. That in matters of Divinity which concern the Do- 
arines of Faith and Manners, we may hearken to the Modern Divines, if ſo be they give 
their Opinions conſonant to the Holy Fathers. 2+ That if they differ from them, the Pro- 
pagation of ſuch Opinions may be reſtrain'd, that no regard be had to them, and they may not 
be allow'd to be of any Authority. Laſtly, That it may not be lawful for any Man to chuſe 
any Opinion, which he is not perſuaded is moſt conſonant to Truth. 

That therefore in practice 1t is lawful to follow that Opinion, which we our ſelves do not 
believe ought to be choſen as more probable, a new and unheard of Tenet, broach'd by cer- 
tain and known Authors in this laſt Age, and laid down by them as a Rule of Manners; is 
repugnant to the celebrated Saying of the Fathers, that which every, which always, and by all 
was held: nor can it.pretend to the ſecurity of a Chriſtian Rule. 

That this is the beginning of Evils, and the foundation of all the aforeſaid Corruptions, both 
the Conſequenges of the Do&rine, and the Series of times demonſtrate. No Man can deny 
that this hath been cenſur'd by our Predecefſors, Men of Courage and Religion, hath been
